It was in January 1929, that this 
religious organization was 
founded in Port-au-Prince by 
Brother Paulceus Leys and 
Brother Joseph St. Juste, with 
the help of some other brethren. 
But now in 1979, the message 
proclaimed by our Church has 
reached the mountains and 
remote areas of Haiti and our 
members are scattered over its 
geographic districts. Our Church 
has played a pioneer role for 
having trained and_ inspired 
many remarkable ministers who 
were responsible for the 
establishment in Haiti of other 
sister missions. 


We give glory to our Almighty 
God who has made possible such 
tremendous accomplishments. 


In 1926 Joseph St. Juste, his wife 


Luisiana and some _ other 
brethren left the Episcopalian 


MICHIGAN PASTORS

Nearly 325 pastors and churches 
are preparing to host the 
Presiding Bishop and_ his 
Evangelistic Team in what seems 
to be shaping into the greatest 
crusade in the history of that 
state.

Church to receive the water 
baptism by the missionary Leon 
Mathias Van Alken, who arrived 
from Vancouver, Canada. Van 
Alken was a native of Belgium. 
According to Dr. C. Pressoir, he 
was of the Assembly of God and 
must be considered as the first 
Pentecostal missionary to come 
to Haiti. From this brother, St. 
Juste received also material help 
which enabled him to work as a 
baker in a house rented at 167 
Rue des Fronts Forts. He used 
part of his earnings to benefit 
the Lord’s work. 


Later, Van Alken left Haiti and 
went back to Canada. He left 
those he had won to Christ 
without a leader. They 
continued steadfast in reading 
the Holy Scriptures and in 
prayer. 


In the meantime Brother 
Paulceus, a Haitian who lived in 
America joined the Church of 
God in Christ in 1928. Bishop C. 
H. Mason, founder of that 
religious confession appointed 
him as a missionary for Haiti and 
gave him a tent and some 
money. 


Paulceus arrived in Cayes in June 
1928 where he remained for 
some time. Then he came to 
Port-au-Prince where he tried to 
obtain a permit from _ the 
authorities to preach the Gospel. 
He could not obtain this permit. 
He said that the country was not 
ready to accept new missions. 
Joseph St. Juste happened to 
know that he was in the country 
and went to see him in his hotel. 
St. Juste invited him to come to 
live at his home. Paulceus was 
encouraged through Sister L. 
Barron, Brother H. Bonhomme, 
C. Pressoir and S. Holly (they 
were all Methodists) to go back 
to the authorities in 
Port-au-Prince about the permit 
which was refused him. He was 
accepted this time and left with 
a permit granted by C. Magloire. 
He organized the first meeting at 
Brother St. Juste’s home, and on 
January 13, 1929, the Church of 
God in’ Christ, the first 
Pentecostal Church, was 
organized in Haiti. Thus, St. 
Juste and Paulceus were the 
founders of the Pentecostal

Movement in Haiti. This is a 
movement that has in the United 
States and other places, 
infiltrated the ranks of the 
so-called ‘“‘established religions.” 
In recent years, Roman Catholic 
Priests and Nuns and ministers 
of the Episcopal, Methodist and 
Presbyterian churches have come 
together with other believers in 
prayer, seeking the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost.

Later Paulceus 
appointed Vital Herne, pastor of 
the Church of God in Christ.

also played an important part in 
the propagation of the 
Pentecostal faith in Haiti. Due to 
his activities the American 
missionary John R. Klusit and 
his wife found at their arrival in 
the country, an already prepared 
ground for the great evangelical 
revival which led to the 
foundation of the Pentecostal 
Church of God at Rue du 
Centre. Jacques Vital Herne was 
also responsible for _ the 
introduction in this country of 
the Church of God of Prophecy 
of which he was Bishop until his 
death.

5) The case of the Apostle Paul 
is another where speaking in 
tongues is not mentioned:

If it yet seems strange to some 
that speaking in other tongues is 
the first thing the Holy Spirit 
causes one to do when He fills 
one with His presence, Mel Tari 
has something interesting to say 
to them in the book entitled: 
LIKE A MIGHTY WIND. 


The Word says in James, chapter 
three, you cannot tame this guy 
(the tongue.) The tongue is like 
the bits of a horse. If you can 
control your tongue, you can 
control your whole body. When 
the Holy Spirit comes, He wants 
to use and control your tongue. 
Why? Because when He can 
control your tongue, He can 
control your whole body...The 
Holy Spirit is no dumb Holy 
Ghost (that cannot speak) but is 
a Holy Spirit who wants to 
manifest Himself in many ways. 
One way is through...tongues. 


TONGUES AS A GIFT OF THE

spacious place. They were 
rejected everywhere because the 
“Quakers,” as they were called 
at that time, were ignored. While 
Paulceus was making a 
missionary trip to Cayes, Joseph 
St. Juste purchased land in the 
Bel’ air area. Sister Altida 
Severe, Mrs. St. Juste’s mother 
and some other people helped to 
clean the place which was used 
as a rest place for animals. The 
tent given by Bishop Mason was 
installed to the joy of the 
congregation. 


Many people came to hear the 
message. Some of the visitors 
cursed and even threw stones at 
the brethren. Others accepted 
the Word. This persecution 
contributed to strengthen the 
saints’ faith that God favored 
what they were doing. And until

1933 the new church remained 


under the direction of Paulceus 
and Vital Herne. 


DISSENSION 


Suddenly a dispute rose between 
the missionary, the pastor and 
the president of the committee 
which led to their separation. 
This was due to a lack of 
hierarchic organization. This 
kind of divergence is common to 
every evangelical movement 
undertaken by preachers who 
are at the beginning united by 
nothing in mind but to preach 
the Gospel. The difficulty comes 
only when they want to organize 
a regular church. Their division 
ultimately placed each one in a 
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position to fully exercise the gift 
he received from God. Brother 
Vital Herne rented a house at 
Poste Marchand, facing Rue 
Lamarre, and began to preach; 
laying the foundation of the 
Pentecostal Church of God and 
the Church of God of Prophecy. 
Later, the missionary Paulceus 
founded the Apostolic Faith 
Church at Bolosse.

COMMUNITY

A COMMUNITY is a society of 
persons under the same laws. 


A SOCIETY is a body of people 
living in the same circle. 


Any good hunter will tell you 
that before one shoots, he 
should aim-that is, if he intends 
to hit the target. Likewise each 
lesson, or sermon, or speech 
should have an aim. 


The aim of this lesson is to help 
us to find the relevance (or 
purpose) of worship to the life 
of the church, as we discover the 
meanings of varied approaches 
to worship and to see how it 
promotes the _ reality and 
awareness of God’s promised 
presence. 


Q. E. D. 


If worship is our chief weapon 
of communing with God- 


And it is. 

If Jesus Christ is the only 
ammunition 

designed to fit the weapon of 
worship- 

And He is. 


If God, who is a Spirit, be the 
invisible target of contact- 

And He is. 

Then ‘they that worship him 
must 

worship him in spirit and in 
truth.” 


UNITY IN PRAYER 
Matthew 18:19 and 20 


Much of our worship is taken up 
in prayer. We have 
prayer-meetings, family prayers, 
prayers for the sick, invocations, 
benedictions, communion 
prayers, baptism prayers, 
wedding prayers, funeral 
prayers, christening prayers, 
prayers of dedication, prayers of 
supplication, and prayers of 
thanksgiving, consecration 
prayers, offertory prayers, etc. 


But prayer is not just asking God 
for something. It must include 


an acknowledgement of Him. 
Notice in Matthew 6:9 and 10, 
how Jesus taught his disciples to 
pray. To simplify the matter, we 
should praise before we petition. 


Prayer is also characterized by 
fellowship-two_ believers 
agreeing. Not just two alone, but 
the whole community of 
believers should be able to come 
together and petition and praise 
God as one. If in this confidence 
they pray, our Lord gives them 
the assurance of an answer. 


Two or three who agree, also 
bear witness. This is a common 
concept of the Old Testament, 
given under the Law in Deut. 
19:15. Further, the presence of 
Christ is promised to those who 
will assemble in His name. 


ESSENTIALS OF WORSHIP 
John 4:24 


“God is a Spirit: and they that 
worship him must worship him 
in spirit and in truth.” 


This statement forms a 
conclusion to a discussion about 
worship. Jesus was engaged in a 


conversatoin with a woman of 
Samaria. The familiar 
controversy concerning the 
proper place to worship arose. 
Now, to a Samaritan the holy 
place was Mt. Gerizim, but toa 
Jew it was Jerusalem. Christ’s 
answer in essence was this, “in 
time neither!” Then He supplied 
the answer to the dilemma. The 
nature of worship is far more 
important than the place. 


It may be done anywhere. 


But it must be done in spirit and 
in truth.

Acts 2:41-47 


In Verse 41, Peter’s preaching 
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Chattanooga, Tennessee 
was the site of a special con- 
ference held January 22nd 
thru January 24th (1979).

Tuesday, January 23rd, 
was constantly referred to as 
an “historic day” as the two 
Boards toured the World Head- 
quarters of both the Church of 
God and the Church of God of 
Prophecy. These two head- 
quarters located in Cleveland, 
Tennessee are both archi- 
tecturally exquisite and fully 
staffed for ministry. Travel- 
ling from Chattanooga to 
Cleveland on a chartered bus, 
the General Board and Saints 
Center Board anticipated a full 
day of activities, which in- 
cluded a 9:30 a.m. - 12:30 p.m. 
tour of the Headquarters 
Building of the Church of God, 
their Publishing House and 
liberal arts college (Lee 
College); a 12:30 p.m. - 1:30 p.m. 
luncheon at the Ramada Inn; 
and, a 1:30 p.m. - 3:30 p.m. tour 
of the headquarters building, 
publishing house and conven- 
tion auditorium of the Church 
of God of Prophecy. 


Our leaders were met by 
the Church of God Public Rela- 


The 1978 Holy Convoca- 
tion provided a tremendous 
“shot in the arm” for Saints 
Center thru several events. 
Some events were planned; 
others were spontaneous. For 
example: The Saints Center 
Edition of the “Whole Truth” 
promoted the coming of Saints 
Center Rally Night on Sunday 
evening of the Convocation. 
On the other hand, no prior 
notice was given that the Lord 
would lead Bishop William 
Rimson and Bishop Levi Wil- 
lis to get the General As- 
sembly involved in the Saints 
Center efforts. 


The Rally Night of Saints 
Center shall godown in the an- 
nals of COGIC History as a 
miracle night. The setting was 
impressive: Cook Convention 
Center, with jurisdictional 
bishops proudly waving the 
names of their dioceses on the 
platform. The workers were in 
order: a large staff of donation 
receptionists held pens in 
hand while thousands of 
pieces of Saints Center Litera- 
ture were being distributed to 
the vast audience. The Bishops 
came, in a seemingly endless 
procession, announcing their 
personal contributions and the 
contribution of their jurisdic- 
tions. Simultaneously, follow- 


ing these great examples set by 
our leaders, hundreds of lay 
constituents streamed down 
the aisles to make their contri- 
butions. When the dust had 
settled, one hundred thousand 
dollars ($100,000) had been 
raised on behalf of Saints Cen- 
ter. And, the television cam- 
eras had captured it all! 


As if the success of the 
Rally night was not enough; as 
if several thousand dollars had 
not been collected thru a spe 
cial appeal on Official Day and 
thru the Saints Center Booth 
which was intact throughout 
the meeting; the Lord led 
Bishops Rimson and Willis to 
appeal to the General As- 
sembly on Wednesday of the 
meeting to join in making a 
substantial contribution to the 
efforts toward total world 
ministry through the Saints 
Center program. In a few short 
moments these men raised an 
offering of over $17,000 to go to 
Saints Center in the name of 
the Church of God in Christ 
General Assembly! Those per- 
sons who work daily for the 
coming reality of Saints 
Center expressed a spiritual 
and psychological “‘lift” as a 
result of seeing the church 
rally to the support of this 
great venture. 
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tions director who graciously 
guided them thru a specially 
planned tour of the head- 
quarters building. The head- 
quarters is operated daily bya 
full staff of workers which in- 
cludes their General Overseer, 
his three assistants, the 
General Secretary, the na- 
tional directors of public rela- 
tions, youth, Christian educa- 
tion, music and media 
ministries and a full staff of 
secretaries. The General Board 
was introduced to the Church 
of God General Overseer; the 
whole group was welcomed by 
the Overseer in his office. After 
speaking to the group about 
the challange we as pente 
costals share, and exchanges 
with Bishop Patterson, the 
General Overseer led the group 
in a fervent prayer. 


An equally as _ cordial 


Promoted almost casually 
when the Shareholders’ Club 
was first introduced, the 
Branch Club concept now has 
been accepted as the key to the 
Shareholders’ Club success in 
general and the Saints Center 
program in particular. It has 
been carefully noted that 
Branch Clubs provide regular, 
monthly support to Saints 
Center, which at times is more 
crucial than sporadic larger 
contributions. Therefore, in a 
recent Board meeting, the Di- 
rectors for Saints Center voted 
to expand the Branch concept 
and to recruit persons who are 
interested in developing 


branches in their locales. 
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reception was given by Bishop 
Tomlinson and the staff of offi- 
cials and workers at the 
Church of God of Prophecy 
headquarters. Meeting in the 
chapel located inside the head- 
quarters, the COGIC leaders 
were informed that each morn- 
ing the staff met in the chapel 
for a devotional period before 
beginning work. Introduc- 
tions and words of welcome 
were given by the Public Rela- 
tions Director, one of their 
Field Secretaries and their 
General Overseer. Bishop Pat- 
terson and Bro. Tomlinson 
(whose father was a personal 
friend of Bishop C. H. Mason) 
led the group in prayer—the 
fervency of which moved 
everyone who was present. 


A full tour of their facili- 
ties was given; information 
packets were provided for each

visitor. Their staff was at work 
even as we toured the build- 
ing. As was the case at the 
Church of God headquarters, 
the tour guides spoke of the 
awesome task of world min- 
istry we share—and the im- 
portance of our good steward- 
ship in the Lord’s work. The 
tour climaxed at the conven- 
tion auditorium of the denomi- 
nation where their annual 
meetings are held. The beauti- 
fully designed circular facility 
seats over 10,000. 


After a 5:00 p.m. dinner 
the boards resumed their meet- 
ings in the hotel facility in 
Chattanooga. The boards were 
both involved in important is- 
sues which caused their meet- 
ings to last very late into the 
evening. 


On the final day of the con- 
ference, a joint session was 
held. This session began at ap- 
proximately 9:15 am. and 
ended at 12:00 noon. A cara- 
van of cars and church vans 
transported the leaders to the 
airport. The vans (with the 
name of Church of God in 
Christ displayed on each) lined 
up at the airport and altered 
the flow of traffic at the lobby 
entrance. This epitomized the 
impact that the three-day 
COGIC conference had made 
on Chattanooga-as well as on 
the Saints Center Develop- 
ment Program.

Dear Bishop, 
Greetings in the Name of Jesus! 


I have not ceased to make mention of you in my prayers and I 
hope you have done the same for me. 


Just returning from Chattanooga, Tennessee, we the mem- 
bers of the General Board and the Saint’s Center General Board, 
met jointly to discuss some of the urgent affairs for our Church. 
During our stay in Chattanooga, we had the stimulating privi- 
lege of taking a tour of our sister-churches, the Church of God 
and the Church of God of Prophecy. We had the privilege to visit 
their headquarters and each of us were “‘turned-on” and chal- 
lenged by the tremendous accomplishments they have made. 
Their Publishing House, their College and all of their functions, 
which emanate directly from their Headquarters. 


“The Church of God’s membership almost totals 500,000 and 
yet their net income last year was eight million dollars and their 
Mission Report was five million dollars.” 


“The Church of God of Prophecy, which is a much smaller 
group, a split-off from the Church of God, who have less than one 
hundred thousand members, and yet their income soared into the 
millions.” 


I quote this, not to insult you, but to let you know that, as 
Bishops of the greatest Church in the world, it is ours now to de- 
velop the full potential of our Church. 


The reason for this particular writing, I have been delegated 
with the responsibility to find out throughout the length and 
depth of our Church, how many active broadcasts we have in 
each State, sponsored by a local church or by the State. When you 
have received this information, please forward it tome immedia- 
tely, because we are in the process of transcribing the Presiding 
Bishop’s voice on a cassette tape. We will make appeals through 
the courtesy of each Pastor on his broadcast, dedicating two min- 
utes of his time to project this message to all of his listeners. In 
the meantime, we will send a cassette tape to each Bishop, we 
would like for him to duplicate a copy of the Bishop’s speech and 
send it toeach Pastor, so that he can play it Sunday Morning and 
Sunday Night, in every Church of his jurisdiction. I feel this is 
about the surest way of reaching. If we can get your sup- 
port ... time is of the essence. 


I quote the old saying, with a little modifica- 
tion ... “Together we stand, but divided you fall,” because I do 
not intend to fall. 


I am sure, if you will cooperate with us, as you have done be- 
fore, and join with us, for this must be consummated by April. 
Our goal is seven million dollars. If you have passed from that 
trembling faith, Lord I believe, help my unbelief, to that trium- 
phant faith, which says, I can do all things through Christ which 
strengthens me.Then our ultimate victory will be certified and to 
God be the glory. 


This is but the beginning of a tremendous thrust, that 
must be launched by the Church of God in Christ, for Jesus has 
said that this Gospel must be preached throughout all the world, 
and then the end will come! 


We are investigating and getting certain information 
regarding our television, as well as our universal radio hook-up, 
which will emanate from our Headquarters and reach every 
jurisdiction of our nation and then translated into the various 
dialects of foreign countries. I have communicated with Jim 
Baker, of PTL, and he offers to share with us all of the expertise 
and guidance that we need and help in any way, that he can, for 
us to get this project off the ground. He, too, has the world at his 
heart. 


The members of our Committee, are all working, Bishop 
Samuel Green, Bishop Brooks, Bishop Howard Sherman, Attor- 
ney Samuel Jackson and others. 

May God’s richest blessings be yours, and I am anticipating 
shearing from you immediately regarding this vital matter.

(Acts 2:14-36) emphasizing the 
resurrection and exaltation of 
Christ, brought great results-it 
was “gladly received”. Thus they 
were added to the number who 
had believed earlier, creating a 
common bond for they were all 
related to Christ as well as to 
each other. These who believed 
were baptized, and their baptism 
was a public demonstration of 
their new faith. 


In Verse 42, those who were 
added persisted in the exercise 
of their faith, becoming active 
participants in the life of the 
church. 


(1) They received the ‘apostles’ 
doctrine”-the teaching of the 
apostles which instructed the 
new converts in the Christian 
faith. 
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their local church. Monies would 
be collected and sent to 
Memphis in installments each 
quarter. 


For example, if a church has a 
membership of 500 members, $2 
per month per member would 
provide a total per month of 
$1,000.00 This amount each 
quarter is $3,000.00. Multiply 
this quarterly total by our entire 
brotherhood and Saints Center 
can be built with no undue 
strain on anyone. 


To date, Emmanuel has on 
record contributed $2,940.00 to 
this project; other contributions 
have been sent directly to 
Memphis, It is my desire that 
this plan may prove useful to 
other churches within the 
brotherhood in their efforts to 
build Saints Center.

Hedin i of their 
spiritual experiences. This had 
the effect of strengthening each 
individual, and of binding the 
group more closely together. 


(3) ‘In breaking of bread’’-to 
share food together was in a real 
sense sharing one’s life with 
another. And if this expression 
includes the observance of the 


Lord’s Supper, these early 
believers were joined to 
remember frequently the 


redeeming death of their Lord. 
(4) “In prayers.” 


In Verse 43, the first effect of 
the Christian community was to 
produce “awe” among the 
people. Even as the Lord had 
worked the apostles were 
enabled by the Holy Ghost to do 
miracles. 


In Verses 44 and 45, another 
outstanding aspect of their 
spiritual fellowship was a sharing 
of material things. Whatever the 
reason for the need, the believers 
showed a practical concern for 
each other. Seemingly the basis 
for this effort is indicated by the 
phrase “‘all that believed.”’ 


No one was forced to 
participate. The right of private 
property was not abolished 
(Acts 5:4 and 12:12.) It was a 
voluntary movement. A 
common faith in Christ, the 
vatality of the Holy Ghost, and a 
genuine sympathy for each other 
gave a distinctive character to 
this effort. 


In Verses 46 and 47, a 
remarkable unity characterized 
this group, as they worshipped 
in the Temple and shared their 


the 
and 


homes. Because of 
manifested vatality, 
vibrancy among the church 
community, people were 
attracted- ‘“‘and the Lord added 
to the church daily such as 
should be saved.” 


The worship of God includes 
two basic factors: first, the 
attitude of the worshipper 
toward God, and secondly, his 
attitude toward his fellows. The 
presence of Christ is promised to 
those who assembled in His 
Name AND WE REALIZE 
THAT God is greater than all 
physical forms of worship.

TONGUES?”

message to the church. 


When the Holy Spirit anoints us 


and permits us to use our own 
intelligence, our messages reflect 
much of our own personality. 
Our ethnic backgrounds get into 
our messages; our intellectual 
levels are reflected in our speech 
and mannerisms. This is seen 
clearly in the authors of the 
Scriptures. Paul had his style; 
Peter had his style; Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John had their 
styles. Each one reflecting 
something about the writer. 


Man, because he is imperfect, 
cannot handle the things of God 


without contaminating them 
with his imperfections. 

Therefore, the Holy Ghost 
devised a by-pass. As _ heart 


surgeons by-pass blocks in blood 
vessels so that the blood may 
flow to the heart unrestricted, so 
does speaking in tongues by-pass 
the human intellect and allow 
messages to flow to and from 
God uncontaminated and 
unrestricted. 


When we speak in tongues, the 
curse of Babel is over come and 
all nations speak the same 
language again. 


When we speak in tongues, we 
speak the pure message of God: 
exactly what God would say, 
exactly as God would say it. 


When we pray in tongues, we are 
able to pray the perfect prayer. 
Totally in God’s will, unselfish 
and unbiased. Prayer that agrees 
with the will of God as if the 
matter was viewed through the 
eyes of God. 


When we speak in tongues, we 
give God the highest possible 
praises. The Spirit knows more 
about God than human 
intelligence is able to conceive; 
therefore, because He knows 
God completely when we praise 
Him in tongues our praises are 
complete. Since the Holy Spirit 
knows everything there is to 
know about God and He knows 
it perfectly, our praises in 
tongues become the perfect 
praises of God. 


In summary and conclusion, we 
speak in tongues because it is a 
Biblical concept, both implicit 
and explicit. The doctrine of 
tongues is supported by both the 
Old and New _ Testaments. 
Therefore, if we are to be saved 
by the Scriptures, we must speak 
in tongues. 


We speak in tongues because 
God has provided this as a means 
for us to overcome our human 
frailties and limitations. In 
tongues, our messages flow to 


and from God, unrestricteaind® - 4 


uncontaminated by our human 
intellect. 


Aren’t you glad that you are one 
of those who have yielded 
yourself to the whole will of 
God. One of those who speak in 
tongues as the Spirit gives 
utterance. 


Thank God that we can say in 
the words of the old song, “I am 
glad that I can say I am one of 
THEM’’. One of THEM 
Pentecostals; One of THEM 
tongue speakers; one who has 
the gift and sign of glossolalia.

MICHIGAN PASTORS UNITE 
FOR ALL SAINTS REVIVAL

The association soloists are Janet 
P. Davis, Bro. Samuel Fletcher, 
and Sis.

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The first Church of God in 
Christ in Michigan was organized 
sixty two years ago, by Elder W. 
G. (Ting-a-Ling) Johnson and his 
wife Mother Mangum Johnson, 
who heard the clarion call 
“Michigan.” 


Under the anointing of the Holy 
Ghost, Elder W. G. Johnson 
wrote in an unknown handwriting 
which was interpreted by Bishop 
C. H. Mason as “Brother 
Johnson’s call to Michigan.” 


After arriving in Detroit on 
March 26, 1914, from their 
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CHURCH OF GOD IN CHRIST PUBLISHING HOUSE 
P. O. BOX 2017 — 291 HERNANDO STREET 
MEMPHIS, TENNESSEE 38101 
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home in Memphis, Tennessee, 
they began having street services 
with the first being held on the 
corner of Erskine and St. 
Antoine, the second on 
Cathedral near Gratiot, on to 
Eliot and later rented a 
storefront at 643 Beaubien. 


A few months later the church 
moved to St. Antoine, where the 
Church of God in Christ was 
organized and incorporated in 
Michigan on June 25, 1915. The 
pastor Elder W. G. Johnson, 
Sister Mary Johnson, was a 
helper in the Gospel. Brother 
George Owens, who became 
pastor ai ‘he death of Elder 
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Johnson, was a leading deacon. 
The membership was composed 
of 11 people. This was the only 
black holiness church in Detroit. 
About one-third of the 
congregation was white. 


The beginning of the spread of 
the church started with I. W. 
Winah when he came from the 
South and started a church on 
Hastings. The Lord blessed the 
labor of Elder Johnson. The 
mother church increased in 
membership and the work 
spread to Inkster, Muskegon, 
and later to Jackson, Ypsilanti, 
Pontiac, and Port Huron. 


In 1920 the first missionaries 
were licensed. They were sisters 
Carry Brown and Babe Hargrove. 


After the death of Elder 
Johnson in 1921, the deacons 
purchased a lot, and an old 
house on Livingston Street with 
building fund money which had 
been banked by Elder Johnson 
for the purchase of building a 
new church. In later years, under 
the pastorage of Klder 
Kissingtiner, the church building 
was completed and_ shortly 
thereafter torn down by the 
Urban Renewal project which 
took over the area for the city. 


The old mother church, which 
had its beginning on St. Antoine 
and Livingston Street, grew and 
the work spread rapidly. 


In this writing all the pioneers 
and churches cannot be 
chronologized but space must be 
given to such notables as Elder 
OME SSF oR So aig ET 
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his late wife, Sister Jenora 
Johnson, who started the church 
in Battle Creek, Elder James 
Markham, Elder T. C. Morris, 
Elder Joseph Williams, who 
pastored the church in Saginaw, 
Elder Johnie Roberts, and 
Bishop C. L. Anderson. 
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In 1946 the real test of strength 
for the Mother State when the 
late founder Bishop C. H. Mason 
divided it into two _ parts. 
Southwestern Michigan 
appointed Bishop J. S. Bailey as 
Overseer and left Bishop C. L. 
Anderson as Overseer of the 
orginal state of Northeastern 
Michigan, along with Mother 
Mary M. Johnson who was one 
of the orginal founders of the 
state as supervisor.
